Car In Mlddlelown—Passengers Jumped to 
Escape the Collision—Several Badly Hurt 
and Others Severely Bruised. 


A cur of the Newport uud Fall River 


line, bound for Newport, had a reur- 
end collision with a car which wus 
carrying sum! at 3.15 o'clock Wednes- 
duy afternoon und us u result a number 
of the passengers were injured. 


The cur wus coming down the hill 


uear the town hall in MIddletown, 
wheu the rope which holds the trolley 
burned off the pale. 
The car was 


stopped aud the conductor was en- 
gaged In fixing it when he saw direct- 
ly behind him the runaway car with 
the aand cur iu front of It. 


He yelled to the motormau, who put 


on the power, but for some reuson or 
other the power refused to "take." 
There was a flash, aud this, coupled 
with tlie fact that the other car was 
coming, was loo much for the occu- 
pants of the cur. A cry came, "Jump, 
for your lives." At this the people be- 
gun to jump from the car, some land- 
ing on their feet, while others were 
thrown violently In Ihcground. 


One of the passengers slated that he 


thought there were 31 people lying on 
the ground at one lime and rolling 
about iu a manner that made them ap- 
pear us if they hud been severely in- 
jured. Those ou the rear of the cur did 
not jump u minute too soon, us when 
the Uat sand car struck the passenger 
cur it went under the latter, smashing 
things up generally. 


Several physicians were summoned 


by telephuue from the resideuce of 
Johu, ti. Kimber, who lives near the 
Two-mile corner. The ambulance was 
also called and within 15 minutos was 
upou the sceue. 


When the ambulance arrived at the 


scene of the accident it was fouud that

Kowen yhowti fair gmwth in nearly 


all localities, especially in Massaehu- 
setts, New Hampshire and Vermont. 
The growth, however, wan not quite as 
rapid as that of the preceding week, 
when conditions were more favorable, 
but a good crop of second growth hay 
is assured. The hay yield throughout 
the entire section this year was fully up 
to the average, and the crop was gener- 
ally harvested iu good condition. 


Apples will be a decidedly poor crop;

The oven should be so hot 


thnt the patstry will brown before the 
butter in it hn.-i tmrely a chance to 
melt. The crust will then be crisp. 


Another reason why plea are so uni- 


versally disapproved Is that they are 
nearly always uiaile with lard, or half 
lard and half butter. 
Lanl should 


never he used in a pie or, in fact, In 
any dish. An mnlneut physiologist in 
a leading university says that "lard la 
the baue of American cookery and Is fit 
for no stomach except a pig's." A tiny 
bit of lard In a batch of bread may be 
excusable, hut even then butter Is bet- 
ter. 
j All pie crust, of course, should be of 
Vafer-liiie thinness. Not only are prop- 
erly made crusts harmless, hut some 
popular fillings are exceedingly ivhole- 
Bome. 
What, for instance, could bo 


better than a custard or a pumpkin 
filling? The latter Is, as a rule, only 
a custard rich in eggs, with an addi- 
tion of pumpkin and a few spices, 
which are aids to digestion. 


Without doubt all pies should be 


eaten In moderate portions, especially 
by delicate persons, but this rule ap- 
plies to any dish. Even creum Is not 
good for persons under certain condi- 
tions, yet no one hut a crank would 
deny It to a person in good health. 
Many food faddists expect bealthy 
people to live dally on nn invalid's diet. 


There are five rules to observe In the 


•making of a perfect pie. First, rub 
the tmrtereniBt with the white of an 
egg before putting in the filling to pre- 
vent It from Boaklng into the pastry; 
.second, bake It iu the hottest of ovens; 
'fhlrd, place It Ip the lower half of the 
oven at first against the bottoai, later 
removing it to the upper shelf; fourth, 
•always place crust In the refrigerator 
to become thoroughly chilled and hard 
before filling and baking it; fifth, 
pound the pastry well until It Is Blled 
with air spaces.

Any of the 
recipes in standard COOK books will dp,

Smooth, even pie crust Is an abomina- 


tion, and yet many housekeepers thinU 
that is the proper way to have It, and 
sometimes they will even be heard to 
complain when by accident their pie 
crust is rouRli and almost breaking 
into wafer-like dukes. This fiaklness 
is, however, the proper condition of 
pastry. 


Ties as a rule are better adapted to 


a winter than a summer diet, because 
of the butter, which makes them too 
rich for warm weather fire. 
Fruit 


pies, however, are 15001! at all seasons, 
and there are few things more attrac- 
tive than huckleberry and other fruit 
pies even in the hottest dog days. There 
are' also mauy good cold meat pies 
•which are welcome at picnics. 
When 


preparing a chicken or meat pie It la 
always better to add a little baking 
powder to the regular rule for ordinary 
pie crust. 


Add one cup of butter to every two 


cups of flour (pastry flour). Theu chop 
together in a wooden bowl, with an 
ordinary old fashioned chopping knife, 
until the mixture is broken Into small 
bits the size of peas. Add half a cup 
of ice water. Mix with a knife, then 
beat and turn and beat and turn until 
the whole is smooth, but full of light- 
ness. This pounding and turning Is 
better If done upon a marble board In 
a cool storeroom or cellar Never touch 
the pantry with a spoon or the hand, 
but with » knife; Oien put it where it 
•n-lll become Ice cold and hard before 
rolling It out. 


There are several variations to this 


rule which can do no harm. If baking 
powder is wanted, add a teappoonful 
to this amount of flour and butter.— 
New York Tribune.

Only one of these birds could 
live lit a time, but its existence covered 
a period of 500 or (Ml'years. Wheu its 
life drew to a close the bird built for 
itself a funeral pile of wood and aro- 
matic spices, with its wings fanned the 
pile Into a name and therein consumed 
itself. From its ashes a worm was 
produced, out of which another phenix 
was formed, having all the vigor of 
youth. The first care of the new phenix 
was to solemnize Its parent's obsequies. 
For that purpose it made a ball of 
myrrh, frankincense and ofher fra- 
grant things. At Ileliopolis. a city in 
lower Kgypt, there was a magnificent 
temple dedicated to the sun. To this 
temple the phenix would carry tho fra- 
grant ball and bum It on the altar of 
the sun as a sacrifice. The priests then 
examined the register and found that 
exactly BOO years or exactly UOO years 
had elapsed since that same ceremony 
had taken place.

In 18115 the Stale count showed a total

This was a 
gain of 4:i,7'Jo', and u similar increase 
in the last half-decade would bring the 
aggregale at prebeul about to llie figures 
named. 


Out of the iiS towns and dues iu the 


State less than u dozen will show a fall- 
ing oil' from 1900. Those that may 
safely be =et dowu as containing fe>ver 
luhabitantH now, according to the enu- 
merators' count, than they had in 11)00 
are Charlestown, Exeter, lllopkmtou, 
New Snorehaur, North Kiuotovn, 
North Suiilhfield, Richmond, S'-'lUate, 
fjmithlield and West Greenwich.

One of the important facts brought 


out by the census is that labor-saving 
machinery has decreased the popula- 
tion, or checked its substantial increase, 
in several localities. Thus in one plant 
in Cumberland there are 1:20 less weav- 
ers than there were 10 years ago, be- 
cause of the introduction of new looms, 
yet, at the same time, the product has 
been increased. 
The loss in population 


represeuted by this decrease in tin1 
number of weavers amounts to -(Hi or 
SOO. 


The same fact applies to all the spin- 


ning mill regions of Khode Island. 
There are fewer weavers in some of I tie 
mills iu Albion, Herkeley, Lonsdale, 
Warwick and North Kingstown. 


In llie latter tuwu, lor the lirst time 


ou record, it is said, help is being ad- 
vertised fur, because the native-born 
employes from the farms are not com- 
ing forward In surticient numbers to 
supply the deuiaud. Poles and Krench- 
Caiiadians are thus taking the places 
of tiie Americans. 


In other localities, the Poles are be- 


ing substituted for the French-Canadi- 
ans, many of the latter having been at- 
tracted back to Canada by the tales of 
agricultural prosperity there. The Poles 
are iu this way becoming an importan t 
industrial factor iu our cotton mills.

keep pace with the exodus by trolley 
to the suburbs. It is found that there 
are mauy cities Iu the United States 
ranking wltu Providence m population 
that are much larger iu territory. Thus 
Denver, a smaller city, has an area of 
59 1-3 square miles; Toledo, with leas 
population, has 28J, and Indianapolis, 
which is "about our size," contains 29$ 
while we have ouly 18j, Fall River, a 
city not much more than half a- popu- 
lous aa Providence, boasts a territory of 
44 squaie miles, taking in Boweuville, 
Flint Village and Globe Village, auu 
Qaviug large tiacts of thinly settled 
territory within the municipal limits. 


iu general, the Western cities are 


larger iu territory than the Eastern, 
though Worcester, which rauke with 
Fail Hlvei, rather than with us iu pop- 
ulation, has an area practically double 
ours. Cambridge, with 100,000 people, 
IB crowded iuto an area of 64 square 
miles, and Charleston, S. C., with 65,000 
people, has only 5A square miles of 
breathing space. 'Minneapolis, with 
230,000 Inhabitants, has 58 square miles, 
and Si Paul, practically our equal In 
population, has eveu more territory 
than its twin community, 55* square 
miles. 


We might annex Pawtucket, Central 


Falls and the thickly settled districts 
of Craustou and East Providence with- 
out laying ourselves open to a well- 
founded charge of unduly expanding 
our area—at least, as American munici- 
pal areas rauge. 


The^areaol Pawtucket is 8.7 square 


miles,'that of Central Falls ouly 1.3, 
East Piovideuce 14 aud Cranstou 2b.S. 
These make u total of 52.8, and if they 
were added to the area of Providence 
the aggregate would be only 71.1, with 
a total |H)pulatiou of nearly 800,000. 
By excluding the less settled districts 
of Kast Providence aud Craustou al- 
most as large a population could be ob- 
tained on a considerably smaller area.

Slock Island. 


There was excitement galore in tlie 


New Harbor at Block Island Mouday 
afternoon, when the steamer Moutauk 
ran amuck after a portion of her ma- 
chinery had broken. During her ca- 
pers thesteamer bunted into Tal Dodge's 
fish market, at the head of the dock, 
hurtiug a man who happened to he in 
a small boat beneath the market, aud, 
.wbirliug around, struck a schoou'er be- 
fore running ashore. 
People on the 


several craft iu tne harbor were excited 
and alarmed by the antics of the boat 
and many of them were getting ready 
to take to the shore should the crazy 
boat start in thsir direction. 


The Moutauk runs between Block 


Island aud Moutauk Point, connecting 
with the Long Island Railroad, aud 
makes ordinarily three trips a day, 
though when the weather is bad the 
number is often cut down to two, aud 
sometimes she is unable to go to the 
.Island at all. 


It was shortly after 8 o'clock .Mon- 


day afternoon 
when 
the 
Montauk 


steamed into the New Harbor aud 
made for her dock. She was proceed- 
ing at a fair rale of speed, aud Capt. 
Rawlius, wheu about ready to nego- 
tiate Ihe landing, rang the engine room 
bell for "Back water!" At that mo- 
ment something went wrong 'with the 
machinery of the boat. A piston rod 
broke, it is said, and the excitement 
was on. The Moutauk, uuder some 
little headway, slid ahead aud bumped 
Into the head of the dock with a crash 
that made the people about the harbor 
take notice. 


On board at the time were about 100 


passengers, aud many of them were 
thrown to Ihe deck when the collision 
came. They barely had time to jump 
to their feet, when tlie steamer sheered 
oll'thedock and started olTat a tangent, 
running full tilt into the schooner K. 
Kail, which was lying at anchor near 
by. Capt. Rawlins was unable to do 
anything at all with the vessel, and 
afler the collision with Ihe schooner the 
bigger craft pointed for the shore and 
ran against it full tilt. There she re- 
mained fora lime, to tbe very evident j 
relief of the people who were on the 
other craft in the harbor. 


Meanwhile iu the Wake of the strand- 


ed .steamer there was a trail of destruc- 
tion. Tal Dodge's fish market hap- 
pened to occupy that portion of the 
wharf I hat the runaway chose to strike, 
and when Ihe prow of the steamer 
bunted its way through the rear wall 


i of the building and right into Tal's 


private oflice there was a scattering on 
the part of everything alive iu Ihe 
building, including 
several 
lobsters 


which had been lying around 
Hie 


market. 


Capt. Manntl Allen, however, iiad a 


narrow escape from serious if not fatal 
injuries, for at tlie timeof the collision 
he was down in the space beneath the 
market. The steamer's prow crashed 
into this place and pinned Capt. Alien 
between two timbers, sijuee/.iug him 
considerably. He was able in get out 
nfier tlie strange visitor had departed, 
but was reported last night as badly 
bruised about the body. 


The steamer inflicted some damage 


on tlie schooner H. Ball. 
The bailing 


vessel will, however, be able to go out 
Ibis morning after some repairs me 
made lo her slcr.i. 


Whilethcsteamer remained grounded 


an Investigation was made in bur en- 
gine room and the damaged ponioiiH of
